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Confjict between Chinese and Japanese soldiers 
At 10 a.m. August 1, eight soldiers of the 3rd Company, 


lst Battalion, 27th Regiment, 135th Brigade, 5th Division, 
stationed at the San King Miao, Jessfield, on patrol 

duty on Jessfield Road, arrived in front of the Toyoda 

Mill, 200 Jessfield Road, and were prevented from proceeding 
further by thwee Japanese marines stationed at the nill 
premises. Followed by the three Japanese marines the 
soldiers withdrew to Chung San Road, where they attempted 

to disarm the marines who promptly loaded their firearms 

and prepared to defend themselves. On seeing this, 

the Chinese soldiers desisted whereupon the marines withdrew 
to return to the scene some few minutes later with 
reinforcements who, it is reported, were equipped with a 
machine gun. Om the approach of the marines the soldiers 
retreated quickly and sought refuge in the San Kying 

Cotton Mill, Jessfield, whereupon the marines returned 

te the Toyoda Mill. 
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Extrect from the Intelligence Report of August 5, 1931. 
With reference to the occurence between Chinese: 
‘goldiers and Japanese marines vide Intelligence Report 
of August 3, it has now been verified that one of the 
Japanese marines received a small bayonet wound in the 
left arm at the hands of one of the Chinese soldiers. 
It also appears Bhat at 10 a.m. August 1, an officer 
attached to the 5th Division oalled on the officer 
in command of the marines stationed at the Toyoda Mill 
and apologised for the incident. His visit was followed
